The Alberta Pool staff averaged 
monthly 89 over the past season. This 
includes the branch offices at Ed- 
monton, Vancouver and Winnipeg. 

Some idea of the amount of business 
transacted by the Pool can be gained 
from the amount of mail despatched 
which totalled 518,378 during the year 
or an average of 1700 pieces for each 
working day. 

The Pool directors in their annual 
report intimated that the policy of 
building terminal and local elevators 
would be continued. The delegates 
passed a resolution endorsing this po- 
liey. 

The operations of the 42 Pool eleva- 
tors under the management of C, M. 
Hall saved to Pool members the sum 
of $327,005.43.This is equivalent to 
4%%c bushel on the total wheat hand- 
led.

Manufacturing In The West 


rhe general Impression of the prairie provinces of Canada held through 
the Eastern provinces and in other countries is that they ate almost 


out 


purely agricultural, and that manufacturing is practically negtigibie and, 
where carried on, is on a small scale and local in character. No doubt muny 
Western people if asked for information on the subject would express much 
the same opinion. Nor would such a view have been very wide of the mark 
® comparatively few years ago. 

Within recent years, however, a marked change has taken place, and 


manufacturing along many lines is now an important feature of Weatorn 
activity. Not only is this the pase but development along industrial lines Is 
proceeding at a pace which ts 4 surprise to people who take the trouble to 
investigate. The extent and rapidity of this growth is only realized when 
actual official statistics are studied and comparisons made from yeur to year. 

The gathering and compilation of etatistics of this kind is slow and 
laborious work, and-considerable time must of necessity elapse before all 
returns from many industries are obtained and classified. Latest avaliable 
figures, therefore, are always for a period of one or two years back. Recently 
the Dominion Bureau of Statistics issued a report on 
industries of the prairie provinces for the calendar year 1926, comparing them 
with the figures for 1924. The growth indicated in this twelve month period 
is quite remarkable and most encouraging. 4 

For the year 1925 the number of manufacturing industries reporting. was 
practically the same as for 10924, but the gratifying fact is disclosed that these 
industries substantially increased their capital, employed many more workers, 
largely increased their wage bills, utilized larger quantities of materials, 
produced many more millions of dollars worth of goods of all kinds, and

Materials used by the several industries during 1925 had a value of 
$141,892,000, or an Increase of over $21,500,000 over the preceding year. 

Through the‘application of labor and the use of these materials, guods 
having a gross value of $239,252,000 were produced, or an increase of $35,541,- 
000 over 1924. In other words, the prairie provinces in 1926 turned out on 
the average twenty million dollars worth of manufactured goods per month, 
or three million dollars per month more than in the preceding year. The net 
value of 1925 production was $97,459,000, or $14,000,000 greater than in 1924. 

Analysiziitg these figures to some extent, it will be seen that manufac- 
turing industry in the west, after paying $21,500,000 more for materials, and 
£8,000,000 more in salaries and wages, tncreased the net value of production 
in the one year by an amount equal to the total increase in the amount of 
capital invested. Certainly a most encouraging showing. 

Those who are familiar with western conditions, and the decided 
improvement which has taken place within the last #wo years, know that the 
growth in western industry disclosed by these figures between 1924 and 1925 
has been further accelerated between 1925 and 1927, Recent water power and 
other developments in all three prairie provinces, and the decided increase tn 
interest both at home and abroad, in the natural resources of the West, give 
confidence that in a few years more the industrial activities of the prairies 
will be a factor of importance in the economic life of the whole Dominion.

“And the farmers are treating the 
land with more respect and are show- 
ing by the way they are bullding and 
laying out their homes that they in- 
tend to make it their life's work. Six- 
teen years have seen a wonderful and 
healthy change.” 

Visiting the University Mr. Pea- 
cock came away satisfitd that he had 
spent one of the most interesting af- 
ternoons he had experienced for a 
long time. A great contribution to the 
welfare of the country is being mado, 
he says, by the agriculture department 
in its development of good breeds of 
stock and poultry, while its attention 
to such incidents of rural life as the 
cultivation of tree screens appeals to 
him as dong much to take the drab- 
ness out of country life. 

“In my trip through the West,” he 
remarked, “I have been most fuvor- 
ably impressed by noticing the great- 
ly increased cattle herds and also by 
the presence of tree screens around 
farm houses. In the old days no effort 
was made tn that direction and the re- 
sult was that there were no rardens 
or anything else to make the lot of 
the farmspeople anything but. drudg- 
ery without any bright spots.”
